It looks like Satan must 
have his experts regularly em-: 
ployed to search out new in- 
ventions. 


No one knows the number of 
strange doctrines that are gv- 
ing the rounds all over the 
world. It almost makes one 
wonder whose world this is any 
way. The multitudes are claim- 
ing Christ as their Lord and 
Savior, and in the face of His 
plain. teachings they scarcely 
agree in anything. 


The strangest thing about it 
to me is that if this is Satan’s 
world why would so many peo- 
ple seek after God and then be 
so far apart in teaching that no 
fellowship can exist. Why make 
a mock in trying to serve the 
Lord in the devil’s world? Or 
why try to serve the Lord and 
let enough of Satan’s influence 
get hold to cause so much dis- 
agreement? Jesus says people 
cannot serve two masters, but 
it almost looks sometimes like 
people are serving two masters, 
for they profess the Christian 
faith and then become so en- 
tangled in false doctrine that we 
don’t see how they can be serv- 
ing the Lord. Then if they are 
serving the Lord they must be 
serving Satan too. 


But of course I believe the 
statement of Jesus, that they 
cannot serve two masters. Then 
we have to admit that many 
who profess to be serving the 
Lord are really serving Satan. 
This admission brings up a sad 
picture. But it is not my purpose 
to draw the line and say whos 
are serving Satan and who are 
serving the Lord only as_ the 
Scriptures do it. 


The great marvel of this age 
is the changeableness of people 
in their opinions and _ beliefs. 
You can hardly know who you 
can depend upon. They may bc- 
lieve they can be saved one way 
to-day and entirely another way 
tomorrow. They are so_ unset- 
tled that you can’t tell what 
they are going to do. They may 
believe there is a hell to-day, 
and tomorrow believe there is 
no hell. They may believe in 
healing by the power of God in 
answer to prayer on Sunday 
and on Monday take sick and 
call for a physician. They may 
believe in the other tongues as 
the evidence of the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost on Friday and 
on the following Thursday say 
they will not all talk in tongues, 


The apostle Paul earnestly 
urges all to come to the unity 
of the faith and “unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ,” 
and in the face of this inspired 
advice they go on like “Children, 
tossed to and fro and carried a- 
bout with every wind of doc- 
trine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive.” 
They do the very thing that 
Paul tries to keep them from 
doing. a. lace 


There is one thing about it, 
if people just will go wrong and 
lose their souls, when they mect 
Paul at the judgment they can’t 
say he never gave them any 
warnings against strange doc. 
trines. No, sir, Paul is faithful, 
and he has been faithfully warn- 
ing against strange doctrines for 
about nineteen hundred years. 
He tells plainly what caused Hy- 


doctrines. He emphatically de-' 
clared that “Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, and today, and 
for ever.” (Heb. 13:8) Immedi-| 
ately following this emphatic) 
and bold declaration he adds, | 
“Be not-carried about with di- 
vers and strange docirines. For! 
it is a good thing that the heart 
be established with grace.’ 
(Heb. 13:9) Since Jesus is the 
same all the time, His doctrine 
does not change. And thus we 
should stick to just what He 


taught without changing or 
modifying it. 


But some people are never sat- 
isfied with the standard teach- 
ing. In early times they all “con- 
tinued steadfastly in the apos- 
tles’ doctrine,’ but it seems al- 
most impossible for people to do 
so now. Even some of our own 
people have refused to do _ it. 
And quite often it becomes 
necessary to call a halt to some 
new idea that breaks out in our 
midst. If we had nobody to call 
us down when we begin to de- 
viate from the standard and get 
us straightened up again we 
would soon be divided up like 
thousands of other Pentecostal 
people. It is certainly a good 
thing to have somebody to 
watch for our souls, for even 
poison doctrine will cause one 
to lose his experience. False 
doctrine will eat like a cancer. 
(2 Tim. 2:17) 





Several years ago one of our 
prominent ministers got to 


ceive any into the Church until 
they were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. He refused to re- 
ceive any in until they obtained 
this experience. We admonished 
him kindly and lovingly. He re- 
fused to take our_ advice. We 
reasoned with him and was 
patient with him a long time. 
He was headstrong and selfwill- 
ed and stood out against the 
teachings of the Assembly on 
that point. It was only a few 
months later that he fell into a 
“devil trap” and we had to re- 
call him from the ministry and 
exclude him from the Church. 
He tried to preach right on and 
claimed his innocence, but he 
soon vanished out of sight and 
he has not been heard of for 
years. I suppose he is_ either 
dead or has dropped back into 
private life. 


Others have arrayed them- 
selves against the Assembly 
teachings on different points and 
at .different times and soon 
went down out of sight. A few 
who have taken a stand against 
some of the Assembly teaching 
are floundering about yet, pre- 
tending to do something, but it

ous way. I can hardly stay a- 
way from these cottage meet- 
ings, but I am usually forced to 
go on with my work in order to 
keep it up and not disappoint 
my friends at a distance that 
are depending upon me. 


But with all this I feel myseli 
deepening into God. The en- 
emy has his war-weapons point- 
ed at the Great Church of God. 
This is encouraging, because if 
he were not making a_ strong 
fight against us we would hava 
reqson to believe we are slowing 
down and not giving him much 
reason for concern. But all of 
his onslaughts have a tendency 
to drive us closer to God and 
into closer fellowship with each 
other. We know we are depend- 
ent upon Him and more or less 
upon one another, therefore, in. 
times of sickness, trouble, dis- 
appointments, persecutions, dis- 
tresses, heartaches, and all dif- 
ficulties of every kind, it makes 
us want to nestle down closer 
to Him. 


It is when serious. trouble 
threatens the child of God that 
He flees to the ninety-first Psalm 
for consolation. Indeed this. was 
written for times of this kind. 
The Psalmist displays his con- 
fidence in God when he declares, 
“the Lord, He is my refuge and 
iny fortress: my God; in him will 
I trust.” This can be said by 
every child of God. This expe- 
rience ever lives and has been 
prepared by Him that knows the 
end from the beginning. 


The next verse indicates that 
the devil has laid some sneaking 
snares for the feet of the Lord’s 
trusting child. This may be 
done through human instrumen- 
tality or by the evil spirit trans- 
forming himself so he will ap- 
pear as an angel of light. This 
wicked spirit may come so soft- 
ly and gleefully that the un- 
suspecting child of God will be 
caught in his wily embrace and 
dragged into forbidden paths 
like our mother Eve was by the 
beguiling serpent, but thank God 
for the consolation of, “Surely 
he shall deliver thee from the 
snare of the fowler, and from 
the noisome pestilence. He shall 
cover thee with his feathers, and 
under his wings shalt thou 
trust.”

the furnace (Mal. 3:3) He is 
careful to regulate the heat so 
as to burn out the dross and not 





in any wise injure the pure gold 
that remains. 


Now is the time for a general 
awakening to the needs of the 
hour. It will not do to slumber 
at a time like this. The 
Lord’s coming is so near that 
we can almost feel the warmth 
of His breath as He approaches. 
Of course we want the dross 
taken out. We want to be like 
Him when He comes. (1 John 
3:1-4) 


New and strange doctrines 
will hinder more than help. Du 
not accept anything that is the 
least bit questionable. You know 
the teachings of the Church of 
God, then stick to them. Be a- 
fraid of everything else until it 
has been tested and tried by 
those in authority who are 
watching for your souls. Too 
many have refused to wait, and 
by going ahead they have made 
a shipwreck and gone down. 


Our beloved friends are con- 
stantly writing us about some 
new doctrine that they have 
never heard of before. People 
move into their community and 
bring strange doctrines. They 
wapt to know about it and they 
act wisely by writing us about 
it before they accept it. We are 
usually familiar with every- 
thing that is mentioned and al- 
ways give the very best advice 
that we possibly can in a few 
words. I tell you, beloved, the 
devil will sidetrack you by get- 
ting you to take up some 
strange doctrine if he can. 


Quite recently an article came 
for the paper. The writer seem- 
ed a little doubtful about get- 
ting us to put it in by the way 
he wrote, but we loved him and 
did not abruptly throw his arti- 
cle in the wastebasket. We gave 
him the necessary attention and 
due courtesy. In the article in 
wore than one place mention 
was made of the Lord showing 
him certain things contained 
therein. I knew the Lord had 
not shown him, because the 
Lord does not lead people to ac- 
cept error, but I knew he was 
sincere and could bear with him, 
and be loving and tender with 
him. I trust the Lord will deliver 
him (Psalm 91:3) from the 
snare of the fowler that was 
laid for him. I’m sure He will if 
he will take the advice given. 
But sad thought it is, some peo- 
ple are never satisfied with the 
standard laid down by the As- 
sembly. 


My heart yearns for our peo- 
ple. I want them to be ready for 
Jesus when He comes, and I'm 
sure they will not be ready if 
they are mixed up with strange 
and false doctrines. But there is 
a consolation in knowing that 
God has raised up an army of 
teachers and preachers that are 
pure gold, both in their lives 
and teaching. They are shep- 
herding the flocks and_ getting 
them ready as fast as possible. 
This work will continue until ev- 
ery thing is completed and a 
cry raised, Come Lord Jesus we 
are now ready for Thee. 


“And he gave some apostles, 
and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ.”” How long 
is this to continue? “Till we all 
come in the unity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature 
of the fulness of Christ: that we 
henceforth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doc- 
trine, by the sleight of man, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive: but

which is the head, even Christ: 


from whom the whole body fit- 
ly joined together and compact- 
ed by that which every joint 
supplieth, according to the ef- 
fectual working in the measure 
of every part, maketh increase

(John 10:27) 
Do not distress those who are 
watching for your souls by go- 
ing to meetings where you may 
hear the strange doctrines that 
are prepared to catch you away 
from the fold. God bless you.

The logic of events demon- 
strates that. the promise, “Lo, I 
am with you alway, even untu 
the end of the world,” is espec- 
ially and gloriously fulfilled to 
those who “Go into all the 
world” to “preach the gospel to 
every creature.” 

All the shallow pretexts for 
our neglect and selfishness, our 
meager offerings and few labor- 
ers are shamed into silence 
when our wide open eyes be- 
hold in the short history of 
Church of God missions itself, 
a burning bush whose every 
leaf and twig are aflame with 
the presence of Jehovah. It has 
been very wisely said, “Fine#out 
God’s plan in your generation, 
and then beware lest you cross 
it; but fall promptly into your 
own place in that plan.” 

The great defect in this age 
is, that so many people do not 
realize or respond as readily as 
they should to the providence 
of God. What guilt and folly 
characterizes him who willfully 
or even carelessly crosses God's 
plan! What heroism and martyr- 
dom must be inspired by the 
serene confidence and con- 
sciousness that one is watching 
God’s pillar and moving with it! 


The true missionary must be 
heroic; he sees the pillar of 
providence.

meaning of the word phar- 


makeion signifies. It is true that 
there are some harmless medi- 
cines that will aid and assist 
nature as ‘physicians today will 
tell you that medicines will not 
cure, but only aid and_ assist 
nature. But, alas! that “side of 
pharmacy that is not legitimate. 
It is that side as the Greek word 
pharmakeion — signifies, that 
brings us in to commerce with 
evil spirits. 

Do we realize that there are 
hundreds or perhaps thousands 
of habit-forming drugs put out 


through the science of phar-

Every moment of delay com- 
plicates this problem very much, 
While we are sounding the sil- 
ver trumpets to rally a sluggish 
host to the onset, the emissaries 
of infidelity preoccupy' the 
field. 

In many ways the professed 


disciple of Christ is not only 
failing in his duty to this lost 


world, but is responsible for per- 
mitting other obstacles to arise. 
With a sad heart we record the 
deep conviction that in the lack 
of the spirit of missions within 
some of our local church minis 
ters, lies the secret of the slow 
response to our Lord’s appeal 
and the main hindrance to the 
worlds evangelization. The prin- 
ciple of missions is not operative 
in many of our local churches. 


Some of our dear church peo- 
ple have not yet learned the 
lesson that the conditions 0i 


vitality in every local church are 
not only self-government and 
self-support, but  self-propaga- 
tion as well. . 

We are made to fear that 
some seeds that have fallen a- 
mong thorns have sprung up 
and grown spindling, all gone to 
stalk: and failed to produce the 
kernels in the ear. What an aw 
ful picture of a Christian in 
whom the cares of the world, 
the deceitfulness of riches, and 
the Just of other things creep ii 
and choke the Word out, so 
that. whatever be the appareni 
growth and outward prosperity 
there is developed no full-grown 
corn in the ear, no seed of prop- 
agation by which other fields 
may be suwn! 

It is a sad fact that some of 
our local churches have given 
nothing to missions at home or 
abroad and the blank spaces in 
their reports seem to give them 
no blushes of shame. 

It has been said that people 
need a three-fold conversion, of 
the heart, to secure holy affec- 
tions; of the head, to assure 
right convictions; and of the 
purse, to assure ample offerings. 
Where this principle of mission: 
is not firmly rooted and practi 
cally fruitful, not only does ii 
hinder God’s great cause, but 
the church who fails to respond 
to the Macedonian cry of others 
who are in need of the gospei, 


runs the risk of breathing its 
own atmosphere. The church 


that has ceased to be envangel- 
istic is no longer evangelical. 
The weapons of aggressive war 
fare are the best protection for 
defensive warfare. Missions are 
the best apologetics for they ar 
the dynamics of the church, th 
vindication and justification oi 
our faith, the means of ow 
strength and growth; and to 
enshrine and enthrone missions 
in the very heart of the church 
is the surest hope of a_ revival 
of the old time power of God. 

That missions needs some one 
to make a desperate plea in 
their behalf marks the low ebb 
of spiritual life. The nature oi 
the Word of life is to run and 
spread. You cannot gather 
water in heaps unless you allow 
it to freeze; fire will spread as 
long as it is fed with fuel, and 
when the fuel is all consumed 
it dies away, first to embers, 
then to ashes. That old and 
much used plea of inability to 
give is often not only selfish, 
but hypocritical. Even in <= 
financial crisis plenty of money 
can be found for luxury, and in 
some cases for frivolity. We 
fear such selfishness is the 
cloak of an unregenerated 
heart. A personal relationship 
with Christ begets a persona! 
love for the lost whom “He 
came to seek and save.” 


He who cannot stand on the 
platform of missions and _ sup- 
port the same is the “object” oi 
missions, not the 
them. We do not need some 
noted divine of past ages to tel! 
us that Christianity is naturally

message Ol) of missions; a law of labor for 


souls will not suffice without 
the love for Christ and souls, 
which is the life secret of labor. 
If the spirit of missions is lack~- 
ing, no machinery will be ade- 
quate. Give us the spirit of mis- 
sions and ‘the territory now 
searcely approached will be at 
once surrounded, penetrated, 
and possessed, and a new 
motive power will be supplied 
that will transform cold duty 
into a great delight. 


Only this spirit of missions 
can ever supply the deficiency of 
laborers. At this time the work 
ling force should be multiplied a 
hundred-fold. We need the spirit 
of missions to increase oui 
eifts. While many have respond- 
ed very kberally in the last 
twelve months, there is quite as 
much deficiency in money as in 
workers; our gifts to this great 
cause are alarmingly dispropor- 
tionate, both to the openings 
for work and to our ability. 
From the four quarters of the 
earth, the wings of the wind 
waft to our ears the Macedonian 
ery, and yet some of our church- 
es have so far failed to respond 
with even a meager offering to 
send the gospel to people who 
would appreciate it as much as 
we do. If we do not hurry in the 
midst of a work that will not 
bear to stand still, it is possible 
for us to go back. 


{ 


God is very merciful and bore 
much on yccount of Israel’s un- 
belief in the desert, yet there is 
a limit to His striving and plead 
ing with people. God help us to 
stir up the gift within us and as 
never before hurry! hurry!! 
hurry!!! Is He bearing nothing 
from His church today? We 
should cherish not only the 
principal and spirit of missons, 
but also secure thorough organ- 
ization and co-operation. Now 
congregation is so small or weak 
that it needs or can afford t 
pass this great matter by. The 
weakness, assigned as a cause, 
is often a consequence of such 
neglect. It will always keep us 
weak to do nothing for those 
who are without. Unselfish ef- 
fort quickens its pulse and 
strengthens its sinews. Self-ex- 
tension reacts to promote self 
support, and if churches that 
are searcely able to exist would 
nourish and cherish the — spirit 
of missions, there would be a 
growth both in numbers and in 
grace. Even the smallest and 
poorest disciple of the Lord is 
expected to give something to 
further this great work. 

We need a more consecrated 
ministry. With us, the revival oi 
the missionary spirit must be- 


gin, “like people, like priest.” 
Che pastor's life usually fixes 
the floodmark for the whole 


church life, and it is a rare thing 
if any of his flock ever get an} 
higher. When pastors burn and 
elow with the divine ardor and 
&rvor toward the work ‘of uni- 
versal missions, the people Will 
rise to a loftier standard of 
missionary zeal. 


If we have no concern for th¢« 
souls of others, it is a sure sign 
that we have but little for our 
own soul. Much depends upon 
our careful, prayerful weighing 
of this matter. He who is not 
willing to live a life of self. 
denial hastily dismisses such 
from His, mind. He who is not 
ready and willing to preach the 
gospel everywhere is not fit to 
preach it anywhere. 

If our great President Wilson 
should issue a decree or pro- 
clamation and place it in the 
hands of ten thousand soldiers, 


saying, “Go into all the world 
and proclaim it to all people,” 


how long do you’ suppose it 
would take? These brave ten 
thousand men who are accus- 
tomed to obeying orders would 
promptly answer, “We can and 
will do that in the shortest time 
possible.” There are in the 
Church of God more than ten 
thousand people. If that num- 
ber could reach ten unsaved 
people in one year and get them 
saved, sanctified and filled with 





a missionary religion, convert- 


the Holy Ghost, at the énd of 


the first year of that kind of 
organized work, one hundred 
thousand souls would be 
brought to Christ; at that rate 
it would Mot take long to evan- 
gelize the entire earth. This 
would soon increase a hundred- 
fold and this very wicked world 
would be evangelized. 


Dearly beloved, we are not so 
much responsible for conver. 
sion but we are responsible for 


The principle of missions is| contact (close union). We can- 


‘ 


not compel anyone to decide for 
Christ but we can compel every 
one to decide one way or the 
other. That is, we may so bring 
the gospel message to every 
human being that the responsi- 
bility is transferred from us to 
them and we are thus delivered 
from blood guiltiness. God wii! 
always take care of the results 
if we do our duty. We are to 
preach this gospel everywhere 
for a witness, not in a eold form- 
al way, but earnestly, prayer- 
fully, lovingly; it will prove a 
savor of life unto life or death 
unto death; our fidelity will 
not fail its reward. 

It is our solemn mature con- 
viction that this present genera- 
tion will not pass away until the 
full gospel is brought into con- 
tact with every living creature, 
for if we could organize and 
utilize the ten thousand dis- 
ciples so that each one would be 
the means of getting at least 
ten individuals saved the first 
year, it wowld be only a short 
time till God would have His 
number and Jesus would come. 
In order to accomplish the very 
best results, a system should be 
inaugurated that will prevent 
any waste of time, money or 
men, and economize and ad- 
minister'all the available forces 
of the Church of God. 

Let us take the prophet, Nehe- 
miah, as a model organizer, for 


an exampie. He built up the 
broken walls of the holy city 
with a small remnant of the 


people in a short time. His per- 
fect organization was the se- 
cret of his success. It embraced 
three grand principles, first, di- 
vision of labor, every ‘man at 
work over against his own door; 


second, co-operation, all en- 
gaged in one work, operating 


one plan: third, concentration, 
ail at the sound of the trumpet, 
rallying to defend any weak and 
assaulted point. Put these three 
principles into practice in_ the 
Church of God and we will 
build a will of gospel witness 
around the world in a very few 
years. We will push the advance 
of our missionary work so rapid- 
ly and systematically that on 
every hill-top, in every valley, 
from sea to sea, from the e- 
quator to the poles, the silver 
trumpet of the gospel will be 
heard. 

Iluman life is too brief and 
the field of labor is too great 
for the Church of God to evei 
overtake the needs of the field 
without a very great increase of 
the working force. Thousands 
of millions of people are dying 
at a more rapid rate than eve: 
before, and about fifty millions 
are coming into existence each 
year. We must bestir ourselves 
and do all in our power to re- 
spond to the cries of these poor 
unsaved péople. It is very plai:: 


hut what we do for this gener 
ion inust be done while this 
generation lasts. All can heat 


the gospel in this generation it 
all of us will do our duty and 
pray the Lord of the harvest to 
send more laborers into His 
harvest. Both ministers and 
laymen should be on fire for 
this last call of the Lord, anu 
urge the just claims of this lost 
world on the people who will 
readily respond with ample 
means to send this gospel to 
fhe ends of the earth just us 
soon as they are sure we hive 
au weli organized system by 
which it is to be done. 

The fields are the world and 
the great Church of God is the 
recruiting station for workers. 

The great disproportion — be- 
tween the immense masses of 
unevangelized and the available 
resources of men and money 
makes the utmost economy 
necessary. We have so few, com- 
paratively, who can be_ relied 
upon for this, the ‘greatest of 
all work: that it behooves us to 
earnestly, pray for more la- 
borers. We are made to wonder 
if we appreciate the unoccupied 
fields as we should. 

God has left it to His church 
to “disciple all nations,” there- 
fore it is not out of reason nor 
impossible for the Church of 
God to carry the gospel banner 














ters tongues of fire that each one 











of the cross to the ends of the 
earth in this géneration; she 
must furnish all the workers 
needed as well as make her 
missionary treasuries flow. What 
could the Church of God do it 
all her tithes and liberal offer- 
ings were honestly and system- 
atically laid on God's altar? 

The internal revenue tax on 
tobacco in New York alone ex- 
ceeds fifteen millions of dollars 
annually. That lustful appetite 
outranks a crucified Christ with 
some people. Five hundred times 
as much is spent for liquor as 
for missions. In the face of all 
this, and much more, the Church 
of God cannot wait any longer, 
neither can she be slow in «the 
discharge of her duty at this 
very critical time. A thousand 
million have never heard of her 
wonderfyl doctrine. There is a 
plenty of men and money in this 
world to do the work that God 
ordained should be done. 

Our Lord’s own words are, 
“Go ye therefore, and _ disciple 





all nations,” and, “This gospel 
of the kingdom shall be preach- 
ed in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then shail| 
the end come.” Peter exhorts 
us both to “Look for and has- 
ten the coming of the day of 
God,” and what if our inactivity 
should delay His coming? 

Christ is waiting to “see the 
travail of His soul.” Two things 
are very important at this time, 
occupation and immediate evan- 
selization of every destitute dis- 
trict of the earth’s population; 
second, a new effusion of the 
blessed Holy Ghost in answer 
to united prayer. What a scene 
it would present both to angels 
and to men if all the members 
of God’s church could meet to- 
gether, forgetting all things on 
which they differ, and as -the 
voice of one man, send up one 
harmonious cry for Goq_ to 
send laborers into every part of 
the field. 

Above all, our immediate and 
imperative need is a new spirit 
of earnest prevailing ‘prayer. 
The first Pentecost crowned ten 
days of united, continued sup- 
plication. Every subsequent ad- 
vance may be directly traced to 
believing prayer, and upon this 
must depend a new Pentecost. | 
We should therefore join our- 
selves together just a little closer 
in daily and hourly supplication 
for a new and mighty effusion 

f the precious Holy Ghost upon 
all ministers, evangelists, pas- 
‘ors, teachers, helpers, and upon 
the whole earth, that God will 
impart to all of Christ’s minis-
